Children’s Kye Defects 


Andona Society announced this 
week that it will schedule a free 
vision screening clinic for three, 
four and five year old children

About Those Trees 


While the parking meter question is hanging fire, it 
seems like a ripe time to discuss what - if anything - the 
townspeople want to do about shade trees on Main Street. 

Whenever the temperature pushes toward 80 and upward, 
there is a lot of moaning downtown about the concrete and 
asphalt and how nice it was in the good old days when 
the central business district was protected from sun’s 
heat by shade trees. (The denuding of Main Street, 
incidentally, is something that dates a lot further back 
than a lot of oldtimers would like to think. This is one 
little piece of ‘‘progress’’ that cannot be blamed on the 
present generation.) 

None of the moaning has generated any activity, 
however, Nor has the manager’s suggestion that Main 
Street sidewalks be widened three feet in order to acco- 
modate trees brought forth a flood tide of ‘‘yeas.” 

If residents care as much as they say about improving 
the looks of the downtown business district, and if mer- 
chants are serious about their proclaimed interest in a 
shopping district that will encourage consumers from far 
and wide to try the varied collection of specialty shops 


in Andover, then right now is a good time to march on 
Town Hall. 

Once shiny new parking meters are in place, it will be 
too late. 

Admittedly, it will be more complicated to re-tree Main 
Street than it was to strip it. There are awnings and over- 
head wires and sidewalk plows to contend with, along with 
acres of concrete that can get in the way of thirsty tree 
roots. 

But these are technical problems that can be solved if 
there is any push behind a drive to get the job done. Steal 
something from the width of Main Street if this is 
necessary, and look forward to a time when the growth of 


off-street parking may make it possible to eliminate curb- 
side parking altogether along the two blocks of this main 
artery that comprises the core of downtown Andover. 

A number of well placed trees could stimulate more of 
the kind of tasteful construction and renovation Andover 
talks and talks about. Meanwhile, they can cast flattering 
shadows on some of the shoddy properties that blight the 
business district. 

Before hot weather subsides and people forget about the 
discomforts of summer, the complainers would do well to 
unite and push for action. . . 

Such action could include the subscription of private 
funds to speed a project that might otherwise have to wait 
in line. 


Filling A Vacuum 


The Ballardvale Community Association’s idea of a 
clearing house operation for willing-to-work teenagers has 
yet to really catch fire, but it is the kind of youth project 
that makes a lot of sense — at least it makes sense to 
adults who continue to be impressed by the simple truths 
expressed in old proverbs about idle hands etc. 

A cadre of teens who know how to do a job well, or who 
are willing to learn what it means to do an honest day’s 
work for an honest day’s pay could do a lot to build broad 
respect for a frequently maligned generation. 

But more than that, here is an opportunity for young 
people to fill a vacuum. If it is as important as psychia- 
trists claim for the human animal to feel valued and neces- 
sary, the BCA’s project offers teenager’s their chance. 
The demand for people to perform service-type functions 
was never greater — nor the supply more depleted, which 
means that the teen who can really clean a yard or scrub 
a floor or wash some windows, assume real child-care 
responsibilities, do a little light housework, or even 
simpler tasks, can put his spare time to profitable use. 
Organizations such as the Ballardvale group can take a 
hand in seeing,that the fees paid are respectable and that 
the demands made upon young workers are not excessive. 

Properly handled, a thriving service of the sort the 
BCA is nurturing can benefit the whole community. The

The growth of population and 
the accompanying process of ure 
banization have come at such an 
accelerated pace in the last few 
decades that expediency has been 
the order of the day in providing 
new housing and commercialareas
